House Going 
Along on 
Draft Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House is expected generally to 
go along with a Senate-passed 
draft extension bill which would 
give President Johnson maneu- 
vering room for most of the Se- 
lective Service reforms he pro- 
posed. 


House leaders predict final 


action on the bill comfortably 
ahead of the June 30 expiration 
date for major portions of the 
present draft law. 


The Senate measure passed 70 


to 2 Thursday gives the Presi- 
dent authority to call men 19 
and 20 years old for military 
service before drafting older 
men in the 18-26 age bracket. 


The bill also: 
Recommends continuation of 


deferments for college students 
until they earn degrees, reach 
the age of 24 or fail to main- 
tain scholastic standing. Ap- 
prentices in industry could get 
similar deferments. 


Authorizes establishment of 


a lottery system as a possible 
additional 
means of deciding 


who will serve. Currently the 4,- 
100 local draft boards make that 
decision, 
but critics of the 


present plan contend there is a 
lack of uniformity in draft deci- 
sions. 


The Senate Armed Services 


Committee questioned whether 
random selection would reduce 
inequities and it urged retention 


• of the authority of local boards 


to register, to classify and to 
pass upon hardship cases. 


Johnson recommended a lot- 


tery and consolidation of the 
local draft boards into between 
300 and 500 regional boards, He 
did not Issue a recommendation 
on undergraduate deferments, 


Johnson suggested that draft* 


age men not be deferred by en- 
listment in the National Guard 
01 Reserves except those au< 
thorited to fill a specific vacan.

Senate

would permit Inductees to enlist 
in the Reserves or National 
Guard until the day they are to 
be inducted.

dispute over two collisions of 
U.S. and Soviet warships in the 
Sea of Japan was a standoff 
today. Each side accused the 
other of causing the bumps. 


It appeared to add up to an* 


other round In the cold war 
game of "chicken." 


The United States charged the 


Soviet navy with harassing U.S. 
Navy vessels on the high seas. 
The Soviets charged the Ameri- 
can Navy with provocations, 


The United States claimed the 


U.S. 
destroyer Walker warned 


away the two Soviet destroyers 
that jostled her 
— one on 


Wednesday and the other Thurs- 
day — but that the warnings 
were spurned. 


The Soviets claimed the skip- 


pers of their destroyers "drew 
the attention of the Americans 
to the impermissibility of get- 
ting dangerously close," but 
that the U.S. ships ignored this. 
American announcements have 
given no hint of any Soviet 
warnings. 


The United States demanded 


that 
the 
Soviet 
Union 
take 


prompt steps to end the harass- 
ments. 


The Soviets countered with a 


warning about "the kind of re- 
sults" that could result from 
alleged provocations. 


The State Department took its 


stand in public statements and 
formal protests to the Soviet 
Embassy.

through Us state-run radio. 


An aide said President John- 


son considered the collisions a 
matter of concern. 


U.S. 
defense officials said 


they see no link between the 
clashes in the Japan Sea and 
the war in Vietnam. There has 
been speculation the Soviet de- 
stroyers made passes at the 
Walker because of cooling rela- 
tions between the two powers 
over Vietnam.

John has broken the 
Easy Rules 
Helps Soccer 
Bo Popular

Soccer 
owes its worldwide 


popularity to its easy-to-follow 
rules, non-stop action and the 
fact that a good little man 
stands just as good a chance as 
a good big man. 


It is a simple game to under- 


stand, combining many of the 
basics from hockey, basketball 
and football. It has been de- 
scribed as hockey played with a 
basketball on a football field by 
22 marathon runners not al- 
lowed to touch the ball with the 
hands. 


As in these other sports, a 


team trys to score over the oth- 
er team's goal. The soccer goal 
is eight yards wide and eight 
feet high and resembles a hock- 
ey goal. Instead of a puck, a 
black and white leather ball 
weighing between 14-16 ounces 
with a circumference of be- 
tween 27-28 inches is used. 


The game starts off with a 


kickoff which is decided by a 
toss of a coin. The winning side 
has the choice of'either choosing 
the side it wishes to defend or 
kicking off. 


A player kicks off by booting 


the stationary ball placed on the 
ground at midfield. He can kick 
to a teammate or into opposing 
territory. After a score the ball 
is returned to the center of the 
field and play begins again. 


Speed is one of the strong sell- 


ing points of the game. Soccer is 
composed of two "fast and furi- 
ous" halves with only a few 
minutes of half time. There are 
no time outs as U.S. sports fans 
know them. There is no water

Hiring Mere 
Negro Help

NEW 
YORK (AP) - This 


year's most sought-after college 
graduate may not be the class 
president but a Negro engineer. 
The emphasis on Negro recruit* 
ing by the nation's business 
firms is Intense. 


One reason is the threat of 


loss of defense contracts If the 
government thinks a firm is dis- 
criminating against Negroes, an 
Associated Press survey indi- 
cated. 


"A good Negro graduate with 


a technical background is more. 
in demand than anyone 1 can 
think of," said Bob Millikan, 
senior employment representa- 
tive at Pacific Gas A Electric 
Co. in San Francisco. 


As a result, companies are 


stepping up their recruiting on 
Negro college campuses and 
offering bigger salaries. 


"A few years ago, big firms 


began to hire more Negroes. 
Then smaller companies figured 
they ought to do something 
too," said William C. Gutman, 
placement director at Temple 
University in Philadelphia. 


"It is considered a feather In 


the hat of a recruiter to recruit 
a Negro," said Maurice May- 
berry, placement director at the 
University of Florida in Gaines- 
ville. "The reason is simple — 
government pressure." 


Negroes have it made with 


companies which have defense 
contracts, said Virginia Blank* 
enhorn, a placement officer at 
Occidental College In Los An- 
geles.

Inc., said some Negroes may be 
receiving premium offers from 
companies.

of the mouth and gums; and 
indigestion. 
If your doctor 


can find the cause he should 
be able to cure you. Mean- 
while, for symptomatic re- 
lief, he may want to give you 
tincture of belladonna. Unless 
your problem is one of dental 
surgery there is no operation 
for this condition.
